US South braces for rare ice storm

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

cheating scandal inside 
the Air Force’s nuclear mis¬ 
sile corps is expanding, 
with the number of service 
members implicated by 
investigators now roughly 
double the 34 reported just 
a week ago, officials said 
Tuesday. 

It wasn’t immediately clear 
whether the additional 30- 
plus airmen suspected of 
being involved in cheating 
on proficiency tests are al¬ 
leged to have participated 
in the cheating directly or 
were involved indirectly. 
The officials spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they were not authorized 
to disclose the information 
by name while the investi¬ 
gation is ongoing. 

The Air Force announced 
on Jan. 15 that while it was 
investigating possible crimi¬ 
nal drug use by some air¬ 
men, it discovered that one 
missile officer at Malmstrom 
Air Force Base in Montana 
had shared test questions 
with 16 other officers. It said 
another 17 admitted to 
knowing about this cheat¬ 
ing but did not report it. 

The 34 officers had their se¬ 
curity clearances suspend¬ 
ed and they were taken 
off missile launch duty. The 
Air Force did not respond 
to questions by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press on Tuesday 
about whether the addi¬ 
tional people implicated 
in the investigation have 
also been taken off launch 
duty. 

The Air Force has 450 in¬ 
tercontinental ballistic mis¬ 
siles, or ICBMs, on alert at 
all times, with a contingent 
of about 500 launch con¬ 
trol officers, some number 
of which are unavailable 
on any given day due to 
illness or other reasons. So 
the number temporarily un¬ 
available for duty because 
of the cheating scandal 
is substantial — about 14 
percent of the total if the 
number of those who have 
been decertified is now 
double the original 34. 

Each day, a total of 90 of¬ 
ficers work in pairs inside 
45 underground launch 
control centers, with each 


center monitoring and 
controlling a group of 10 
ICBMs. They work 24-hour 
shifts in the missile field and 
then return to their base. 
They generally do as many 
as eight of these shifts per 
month. 

The tests in question are 
designed to ensure profi¬ 
ciency by launch officers 
in handling “emergency 
war orders,” which involve 
the classified processing 
of orders received through 
their chain of command to 
launch a missile. These writ¬ 
ten tests are in addition to 
two other types of monthly 
testing on the missile sys¬ 
tem and on launch codes. 
An Air Force spokesman, 
Lt. Col. Brett Ashworth, said 
the Air Force would not dis¬ 
cuss details of the cheating 
investigation, including any 
change in the number of 
suspects, until the probe is 
completed. 

The drug and cheating 
probes are being handled 
by the Air Force Office of 
Special Investigations. 

A “profoundly disappoint¬ 
ed" Air Force Secretary 
Deborah Lee James, the 
service's top civilian offi¬ 
cial, told a Pentagon news 
conference last week that 
the alleged cheating at 
Malmstrom was discov¬ 
ered during a previously 
announced probe of drug 
possession by 11 officers 
at several Air Force bases, 
including at least two who 
also are in the nuclear 
force and suspected of 
participating in the cheat¬ 
ing ring. 

The Air Force’s top gen¬ 
eral, Mark Welsh, has said 
the removal of 34 missile 
launch officers at one time 
appeared to be the largest 
such action in the history 
of the missile force. Fie said 
there is “absolutely no ex¬ 
cuse" for cheating. 
Malmstrom is home to the 
341st Missile Wing, which 
operates, maintains and 
provides security for 150 
nuclear-armed Minuteman 
3 intercontinental ballis¬ 
tic missiles. This represents 
one-third of the entire ICBM 
force. 

The cheating scandal is the 
latest in a series of Air Force 
nuclear stumbles. □

“Inequality has deep¬ 
ened. Upward mobility has 
stalled. The cold, hard fact 
is that even in the midst of 
recovery, too many Ameri¬ 
cans are working more 
than ever just to get by - 
let alone get ahead. And 
too many still aren’t work¬ 
ing at all. “ Obama’s ap¬ 
proval ratings are down 
sharply over the past 
year. An AP-GfK poll this 
month found 45 percent of 
those surveyed approved 
Obama and 53 percent 
disapproved. That’s worse 
than a year ago, when 54 
percent approved and 42 
percent disapproved, but 
an improvement over his 
ratings in December, when 
58 percent disapproved of 
his job performance. 

His ratings tumbled with the 
botched rollout of his signa¬ 
ture health care overhaul. 
Republicans are focusing 
on that issue as they try to 
win control of the Senate 
and protect their majority 
in the House. 

“In the coming months, 
let’s see where else we can 
make progress together,” 
Obama later said. “Let’s 
make this a year of action. 
That's what most Ameri¬ 
cans want — for all of us 
in this chamber to focus 
on their lives, their hopes, 
their aspirations. And what 
I believe unites the people 
of this nation, regardless 
of race or region or party, 
young or old, rich or poor, is 
the simple, profound belief 
in opportunity for all — the 
notion that if you work hard 
and take responsibility, you 
can get ahead.” 

In the official response to 
Obama, a top House Re¬ 
publican says the presi¬ 
dent's policies are making 
life hard for Americans. 
Cathy McMorris Rodgers 
says the Republican vision 
“champions free markets - 
and trusts people to make 
their own decisions, not a 
government that decides 
for you.” Still, Republicans 
are politely applauded the 
president as he addressed 
the full Congress before 
an audience of Cabinet 
members, ambassadors 
and millions of viewers in 


prime television time. 
Though Obama touched 
on international topics, 
such as the war in Syria 
and Iran nuclear talks, do¬ 
mestic themes dominated 
the speech. 

On the economy, he said, 
“Today, after four years of 
economic growth, corpo¬ 
rate profits and stock pric¬ 
es have rarely been higher, 
and those at the top have 
never done better. But av¬ 
erage wages have barely 
budged. Inequality has 
deepened. Upward mo¬ 
bility has stalled. The cold, 
hard fact is that even in 
the midst of recovery, too 
many Americans are work¬ 
ing more than ever just 
to get by — let alone get 
ahead.

“Our job is to reverse these 
tides.

The hearing, called by New 
York state’s top financial 
regulator, Benjamin M. 
Lawsky, gave five Bitcoin 
advocates the chance to 
discuss what they view as 
the advantages of Bitcoin 
over current systems of 
moving money. 

“Solutions don’t really 
come from the current in¬ 
dustry," said Cameron Win- 
klevoss, who, with his twin 
brother, Tyler, has invested 
in Bitcoin companies. 

The two were early players 
in Facebook. 

Even Lawsky got in some 
digs when he complained 
that it took three days for 
his bank to transfer money 
to pay a credit-card bill at 
the same bank. 

When Lawsky asked about 
efforts by banks to create 
their own Bitcoin alterna¬ 
tives, Fred Wilson, a leading 
venture capitalist at Union 
Square Ventures, doubted 
that anyone would build 
software around a curren¬ 
cy created by the conven¬ 
tional banking system. 

“No one is going to build on 
top of JPMorgan Chase's 
Bitcoin,” he said. 
JPMorgan's chief execu¬ 
tive, Jamie Dimon, last 
week played down the po¬ 
tential of virtual currencies 
like Bitcoin, which have 


become hot over the past 
year. Bitcoin aficionados 
argue that digital money 
could provide a way to 
dispense with the trans¬ 
action fees and penalties 
charged by banks. 

The hearing underscored 
just how ambitious Bitcoin 
advocates are in their de¬ 
sire to create a new pay¬ 
ment system. For his part, 
Lawsky showed openness 
to regulations that would 
encourage the new tech¬ 
nology. “We need to think 
internally about how we 
can be a more modern, 
digital regulator,” he said. 
Lawsky has proposed the 
creation of a BitLicense for 
virtual currency firms, but 
the concept barely came 
up Tuesday. 

Regulators have so far 
been reluctant to come up 
with specific rules for virtual 
currencies or even to spec¬ 
ify who should be supervis¬ 
ing them. Lawsky indicated 
Tuesday that he hoped to 
make New York the first 
state to provide regulatory 
clarity. 

The panel Tuesday morning 
was the first of five in a two- 
day hearing, and testimo¬ 
ny Wednesday may pro¬ 
vide a more critical look at 
Bitcoin. But even Tuesday 
morning’s panel was not 
entirely friendly. The pan¬ 
elists suggested that they 
were suspicious of any reg¬ 
ulations that would force 
virtual currency startups to 
follow the same money¬ 
laundering laws imposed 
on traditional banks. 


“If fhat’s the condition of 
a company starting, than 
maybe we don't do it in 
the United States,” said 
Jeremy Liew, a partner at 
Lightspeed Venture Part¬ 
ners, a firm that invests in 
Bitcoin companies. 

But Lawsky and his col¬ 
leagues said that the indus¬ 
try was going to need to 
find a way to operate un¬ 
der the same laws as other 
financial firms. 

“If the choice for regulators 
is to permit money-launder¬ 
ing on the one hand, or to 
permit innovation on the 
other, we are always going 
to choose squelching the 
money-laundering first,” 
he said. Hanging over the 
hearing was the criminal 
complaint unsealed Mon¬ 
day against a leading Bit- 
coin entrepreneur, Charles 
Shrem, and a business part¬ 


ner, who were accused of 
helping people buy drugs 
online using virtual curren¬ 
cies. During the hearing, 
the Bitcoin Foundation, 
where Shrem was vice 
chairman, put out a state¬ 
ment indicating that Shrem 
had resigned Tuesday. 
Lawsky said the arrests 
showed the potential that 
virtual currencies have to 
smooth the way for illegal 
activity. But the people 
testifying said that Shrem's 
arrest showed that current 
laws were enough to stop 
wrongdoing in the Bitcoin 
universe, particularly be¬ 
cause all transactions are 
recorded on a public led¬ 
ger. In the end, the panel¬ 
ists did much more than 
defend Bitcoin - they spoke 
about it as an almost mes¬ 
sianic force for good in the

US home prices dip in November

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

home prices fell slightly 
in November as colder 
weather slowed buying, 
ending nine straight months 
of price gains. 

The Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case-Shiller 20-city home 
price index slipped 0.1 
percent from October to 
November, partly revers¬ 
ing the previous monthly 
increase of 0.2 percent. But 
the index is not adjusted for 
seasonal variations, so the 
monthly decline partly re¬ 
flects slower buying in the 
late fall as temperatures 
drop. 

“November was a good 
month for home prices,” 
said David Blitzer, chairman 
of the S&P Dow Jones index 
committee. “Prices typi¬ 
cally weaken as we move 
closer to the winter." 
Despite the overall decline. 


home values have contin¬ 
ued to rise in many Sun Belt 
cities. Las Vegas, Los Ange¬ 
les and Phoenix have regis¬ 
tered 20 straight months of 
rising prices. 

But home prices surged 
for much of 2013, driven 
by big gains earlier in the 
year. Prices have risen 13.7 
percent over the past 12 
months. 

Dallas enjoyed its strongest 
annual gain since 2000. 
And Chicago home prices 
climbed at their strongest 
annual clip since Decem¬ 
ber 1988. Among the cities 
in the index, only Detroit 
prices remain below their 
2000 level. 

The Case-Shiller index cov¬ 
ers roughly half of U.S. 
homes. 

The index measures prices 
compared with those in 
January 2000 and creates 
a three-month moving av¬ 
erage. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
consumer confidence 
has risen to its highest 
point since August on the 
strength of a brighter view 
of the job market and busi¬ 


ness conditions. 

The Conference Board, a 
business research group, 
said Tuesday its consumer 
confidence index rose to 
80.7 this month from a De¬ 
cember reading of 77.5. It 
was the second consecu¬ 
tive strong gain. 
“Confidence appears to 
be back on track and ris¬ 
ing expectations suggest 
the economy may pick up 
some momentum in the 
months ahead," said Con¬ 
ference Board economist 
Lynn Franco. 

Consumer confidence is 
closely watched because 
consumer spending ac¬ 
counts for 70 percent of 
U.S. economic activity. 
Amna Asaf, an economist 
at Capital Economics, said 
the January improvement 
was encouraging given the 
unseasonably cold weath¬ 
er during the month. She 
said it probably reflected 
the strong stock market 
gains that were occurring 
during the survey period, 
which ended on Jan. 16. 
But she cautioned that 
the confidence gauge 
could retreat in the Febru¬ 


ary reading if stock prices 
don’t rebound from their 
recent declines. 

For 2013, the confidence 
gauge averaged 73.3, the 
highest since 2007. But it is 
still below the reading of 
90 that economists view as 
consistent with a healthy 
economy. The unemploy¬ 
ment rate fell to a five- 
year low of 6.7 percent in 
December, down from 7 
percent in November. But 
the improvement came for 
the wrong reason. Many 
Americans gave up look¬ 
ing for work and were 
therefore not counted as 
unemployed. Job growth 
also slowed in December 
with employers adding just 
74,000 jobs. But economists 
believe that slowdown was 
a temporary blip from what 
they are expecting to be a 
strong job performance in 
the coming year, reflecting 
increased strength in the 
economy. 

Many analysts are forecast¬ 
ing that the overall econo¬ 
my will grow at around 3 
percent in 2014, up a full 
percentage point from 
2013 growth. □ 
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Brody Column: Fighting cigarette smoking, 50 years later

“Even 50 years after the first 
surgeon general’s report 
on smoking and health, 
we’re still finding out new 
ways that tobacco kills and 
maims people," Dr. Thom¬ 
as Frieden, director of the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, recently 
told me. “It’s astonishing 
how bad it is.” 

Frieden and public health 
specialists everywhere are 
seeking better ways to 
help the 44 million Ameri¬ 
cans who still smoke to quit 
and to keep young people 
from getting hooked on 
cigarettes. 

“Fewer than 2 percent of 
doctors smoke. Why can’t 
we get to that rate in soci¬ 
ety as a whole?” he won¬ 
dered. 


One reason: Smoking rates 
are highest among the 
poor, poorly educated and 
people with mental illness, 
populations hard to reach 
with educational messages 
and quit-smoking aids. 

But when I mentioned to 
Frieden, a former New 
York City health commis¬ 
sioner, that the city’s streets 
are filled with young adult 
smokers who appear to be 
well educated and well 
dressed, he said television 
seems to have had an out¬ 
size influence. 

Focus groups of white girls 
in New York private schools 
have suggested a “Sex in 
the City” effect, he said: 
Girls think smoking makes 
them look sexy. In the past 
two years, middle-aged 
men, too, have begun 
smoking in increasing num¬ 


bers after a half-century 
decline. Dr. Frieden cited 
“Mad Men,” the popular 
TV series featuring admen 
in the early 1960s, when 
more than half of U.S. men 
smoked. 

Frieden said that an anti¬ 
smoking effort begun in 
2008 by the World Flealth 
Organization “can make a 
huge difference in curbing 


smoking, and we should 
fully implement what we 
know works." 

The program is called 
MPOWER: 

- M stands for monitoring 
tobacco use and the ef¬ 
fectiveness of prevention 
programs. 

- P for protecting people 
from secondhand smoke. 
Plait the country still lacks 
laws mandating smoke- 
free public places. About 
half of children from non¬ 
smoking households have 
metabolites of tobacco in 
their blood, Frieden said. 

- O for offering help to the 
70 percent of smokers who 
say they would like to quit. 
Medical aids for quitting 
smoking, which can triple 
the likelihood of success, 
should become available, 
without a copay, to many 
more people under the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act, Frieden 
said. 

- W for warning about 
smoking hazards through 
larger and more graphic 
messages on cigarette 


packs and paid advertis¬ 
ing on radio and television. 

- E for enforcing bans on 
tobacco marketing, ad¬ 
vertising, promotion and 
sponsorships. Smoking is 
freely depicted in movies 
and popular TV shows. 

- R for raising taxes, which 
studies have shown is the 
single most effective way 
to reduce smoking in the 


population, especially 
among teens. 

President Barack Obama 
has proposed an addition¬ 
al 94-cent-per-pack tax on 
cigarettes, which would 
yield $80 billion to fund uni¬ 
versal prekindergarten. 

“A higher cigarette tax is 
not a regressive tax, be¬ 
cause it would help poor 
people even more than 
the well-to-do,” Frieden 
noted. 

Smokers ready to quit 
can choose from among 
a cornucopia of aids as 
wide-ranging as nicotine 
substitutes, low-dose anti¬ 
depressants, hypnosis and 
acupuncture. While none 
by itself has a high rate of 
success, different methods 
have proved effective for 
different people. Many for¬ 
mer smokers required sev¬ 
eral attempts before they 
managed to quit for good. 
But quitting smoking does 
not necessarily require as¬ 
sistance. As two public 
health specialists, Andrea 
L. Smith and Simon Chap¬ 


man at the University of 
Sydney in Australia, have 
pointed out, “The vast 
majority of quitters do so 
unaided.” A Gallup Poll 
conducted last year in the 
United States found that 
“only 8 percent of ex-smok- 
ers attributed their success 
to (nicotine replacement 
therapy) patches, gum or 
prescribed drugs,” these 
experts noted. “In contrast, 
48 percent attributed their 
success to quitting ‘cold 
turkey’ and 8 percent to 
willpower, commitment or 
‘mind over matter'.” 

They added, “For many 
smokers, having a reason 
to quit (a why) was more 
important than having a 
method to quit (a how).” 
For my husband, who 
smoked a pack a day for 
50 years, the “why" was his 
distress at seeing two beau¬ 
tiful young nieces smoking; 
he made a pact with them 
to quit if they would, and 
he followed through. 

Nearly 2 million children 
in U.S. middle and high 
schools have already used 
e-cigarettes, Frieden said. 
In an editorial in the Ca¬ 
nadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion Journal last year. Dr. 
Matthew B. Stanbrook, an 
assistant professor of medi¬ 
cine at the University of To¬ 
ronto, suggested that fruit- 
flavored e-cigarettes and 
endorsements by movie 
stars could lure teens who 
would not otherwise smoke 
into acquiring a nicotine 
habit. A survey in 2011 
of 75,643 South Korean 
youths in grades 7 through 
12 by researchers at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco, revealed that 4 
of 5 e-cigarette users also 
smoked tobacco. It could 
happen here: Stanton A. 
Glantz, the study’s senior 
author and a professor of 
medicine at the university, 
described e-cigarettes as 
“a new route to nicotine 
addiction for kids. ”□

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Ukraine PM resigns, government offers concessions

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — In 

back-to-back moves 
aimed at defusing 
Ukraine's political crisis, 
the prime minister resigned 
Tuesday and parliament 
repealed anti-protest laws 
that had set off violent 
clashes between protest¬ 
ers and police. 

The two developments 
were significant conces¬ 


sions to the anti-govern¬ 
ment protesters who have 
fought sporadically with 
police for the last 10 days 
after two months of peace¬ 
ful around-the-clock dem¬ 
onstrations. 

The protests erupted af¬ 
ter President Viktor Ya¬ 
nukovych turned toward 
Russia for a bailout loan in¬ 
stead of signing a deal with 


the European Union and 
have since morphed into a 
general plea for more hu¬ 
man rights, less corruption 
and more democracy in 
this nation of 45 million. 

The departure of Prime 
Minister Mykola Azarov re¬ 
moves one of the officials 
most disliked by the oppo¬ 
sition forces whose protests 
have turned parts of Kiev, 
the Ukrainian capital, into 
a barricaded maze. 
However, Azarov’s spokes¬ 


man told the Interfax news 
agency that another 
staunch Yanukovych ally, 
deputy Prime Minister Ser- 
hiy Arbuzov, will assume 
temporary leadership of 
the Cabinet, a move that 
is unlikely to please the op¬ 
position. 

Other key issues remain 
unresolved in Ukraine’s 
political crisis, including 


the opposition's repeated 
demand that Yanukovych 
resign and a new election 
be held. 

Azarov’s resignation came 
just before the opening of a 
special parliament session 
that repealed anti-protest 
laws that had set off violent 
clashes between protest¬ 
ers and police. 

Earlier this month, Yanu¬ 
kovych pushed through 
the new laws to crack 
down on protests and in¬ 


crease prison sentences for 
creating disorder. The laws 
also prohibited demonstra¬ 
tors from wearing helmets 
and gas masks as many 
have done for fear that riot 
police would try to violently 
disperse protests. 

Arseniy Yatsenyuk, a law¬ 
maker and one of the 
opposition’s top figures, 
hailed the parliament's 


move. 

“We have repealed all 
the laws against which the 
whole country rose up,” he 
said. 

Over the weekend, Ya¬ 
nukovych offered the pre¬ 
miership to Yatsenyuk, but 
the opposition leader re¬ 
fused the post. 

Parliament will consider an 
amnesty measure Wednes¬ 
day for scores of arrested 
protesters. But Yanukovych 
has said the amnesty is 
only possible if demonstra¬ 
tors clear the streets and 
vacate the buildings they 
now occupy — a condi¬ 
tion that is probably unac¬ 
ceptable to many. 

The prime minister's depar¬ 
ture on Tuesday brought 
encouragement to those 
at Kiev’s sprawling protest 
encampment but no incli¬ 
nation to end their demon¬ 
strations. 

“The authorities are afraid 
and making concessions. 
We should use this moment 
and continue our fight to 
achieve a change of pow¬ 
er in Ukraine," said 23-year- 
old demonstrator Oleg Ru- 
dakov. 

The opposition has ac¬ 
cused Azarov of misman¬ 
aging the economy and 
condoning corruption, and 
has ridiculed the Russian 
speaker for his poor com¬ 
mand of Ukrainian. Animos¬ 
ity toward him grew after 
the protests started in No¬ 
vember when he labeled 
demonstrators extremists 
and refused to listen to any 
of their demands. As head 
of the Cabinet, he was also 
seen as bearing responsi¬ 
bility for the recent use of 


force by police. 
Yanukovych’s cash- 

strapped government just 
managed to avoid bank¬ 
ruptcy with the money 
pledged in November by 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin. Russia spent $3 billion 
to buy Ukrainian govern¬ 
ment bonds in December 
and has promised to spend 
up to $15 billion total. 

Putin said Tuesday that Rus¬ 
sia will abide by the deal to 
buy those bonds and offer 
its neighbor cheaper natu¬ 
ral gas even if the Ukrainian 
government ends up be¬ 
ing led by the opposition. 
Russia’s main concern re¬ 
garding Ukraine is to pro¬ 
tect Russia's financial com¬ 
mitments, not geopolitical 
issues, Putin said in Brussels 
at a Russia-EU summit. 

“Will we revise our agree¬ 
ments on credits and ener¬ 
gy if the opposition comes 
to power? No we won’t,” 
he said. 

The Russian leader also 
sharply criticized the Eu¬ 
ropean Union for sending 
high-level delegations to 
Ukraine during the anti¬ 
government protests, say¬ 
ing that could be interpret¬ 
ed as political interference. 
“The more intermediaries 
there are, the more prob¬ 
lems there are,” Putin said. 
“Considering the specifics 
of relations between Russia 
and Ukraine, it is simply un¬ 
acceptable.” In Washing¬ 
ton, meanwhile. Vice Presi¬ 
dent Joe Biden welcomed 
progress toward defus¬ 
ing the political crisis and 
urged Yanukovych to sign 
the repeal of the anti-pro¬ 
test laws without delay.Q

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Egypt locks Morsi in soundproof cage during trial

CAIRO - Mohammed Mor¬ 
si, the deposed Egyptian 
president, appeared in 
public on Tuesday for the 
second time since his de¬ 
tention after the military 
takeover in July, this time 
locked in a soundproof 
glass cage as the defen¬ 
dant at a criminal trial. 

The installation of the 
cage, a novelty in Egyp¬ 
tian courts, underscored 
the extent of the effort by 
the new government to si¬ 
lence the former president 
and his fellow defendants, 
about 20 fellow leaders of 
the Muslim Brotherhood. 
It dominated the court¬ 
room debate, with lawyers 
for the defendants argu¬ 
ing that it deprived the 
accused of their right to 
hear or participate in their 
own trial and supporters 
of the government credit¬ 
ing the soundproof bar¬ 
rier with preserving order in 
the court. “The glass cage 
was the hero of today’s 
trial," Egyptian state tele¬ 
vision declared. For his first 
appearance, at another 
trial in the same makeshift 


courtroom last November, 
Morsi insisted on wearing a 
dark business suit instead of 
the customary white prison 
jumpsuit, and then stole 
the spotlight by disrupting 
the proceeding. He shout¬ 
ed from the cage, which 
was not soundproof, that 
he was the duly elected 
president and the victim 
of a coup, and his fellow 
defendants shut down the 
trial by chanting against 
military rule. Appearing on 
Tuesday in ordinary pris¬ 
on dress, Morsi passed his 
cage angrily and bided his 
time for a chance to speak 
again. When the judge 
turned on the microphone 
so that Morsi could ac¬ 
knowledge his presence, 
he shouted out, “I am the 
president of the republic 
and I’ve been here since 
7 in the morning sitting in 
this dump,” according to 
account on a Brotherhood 
website that was confirmed 
by people who had been 
present. “Who are you?" 
Morsi asked the judge, “Do 
you know where I am?" He 
insisted he did not recog¬ 
nize the court’s authority to 
try him, in part since it was 
outside the constitutional 


procedures for impeach¬ 
ing a president. 

The judge, Shaaban el- 
Shamy, shot back: “I am 
the president of Egypt's 
criminal court!” He turned 
off the microphone in Mor- 
si's cage and the ousted 


president was silenced. 

The other Islamist leaders 
on trial in the same case 
were kept in a separate 
glass cage, presumably 
to prevent communica¬ 
tion. At times, they turned 
their backs to the court in 


defiance. When the micro¬ 
phone was on so the judge 
could ask a question, 
they returned to chanting 
against military rule. 
Egyptian state television 
canceled plans to broad¬ 
cast the session shortly be¬ 


fore it began, ultimately 
showing only limited clips 
later in the day. No other 
news organization was al¬ 
lowed to report live from 
inside the court during the 
hearing, and many, includ¬ 
ing The New York Times, 


were excluded from the 
session altogether. 

Morsi, who was chosen as 
Egypt’s first elected presi¬ 
dent in June 2012, was re¬ 
moved from office a year 
later in a military takeover 
after widespread street 
protests. The new govern¬ 
ment installed by Field 
Marshal Abdel-Fattah el- 
Sissi described Morsi’s re¬ 
moval as a second revolu¬ 
tion, following the 2011 re¬ 
volt that ousted President 
Hosni Mubarak. The mili¬ 
tary held Morsi and his top 
advisers incommunicado 
for months after army re¬ 
moved him from office. 
Prosecutors later began fil¬ 
ing charges against them, 
including several punish¬ 
able by death. In his first 
trial, which began in No¬ 
vember, Morsi and others 
Brotherhood leaders were 
accused of inciting their 
supporters to kill protesters 
in street fights against their 
opponents outside the 
presidential palace in De¬ 
cember 2012. (The police 
had refused to protect the 
Brotherhood from attack¬ 
ers, and the Brotherhood 
asked its civilian supporters 
to do it themselves. )□

GENEVA (AP) — Syrian 
government anger over a 
U.S. decision to resume aid 
to the opposition prompt¬ 
ed the U.N. mediator to 
cut short Tuesday’s peace 
talks, but he said no one 
was to blame for the im¬ 
passe and that the nego¬ 
tiations would continue. A 
deal to allow humanitarian

“We 
have not actually made 
a breakthrough, but we 
are still at it, and this is 
enough as far as I'm 
concerned. ”□ 
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UN Security Council authorizes EU troops to CAR

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — The 

U.N. Security Council on 
Tuesday unanimously au¬ 
thorized the deployment of 
a European Union force to 
the Central African Repub¬ 
lic to bolster French and Af¬ 
rican troops who are trying 
to quell sectarian violence 
that the United Nations has 
warned could escalate 
into genocide. 

The council also approved 
financial sanctions against 
individuals who have com¬ 
mitted human rights abus¬ 
es, threaten peace and a 
political transition process 
and violate an arms em¬ 
bargo imposed earlier on 
the country. 

French Ambassador Ge¬ 
rard Araud said the EU 
troops will be deployed 
to guard the airport in the 
capital, Bangui, where 
100,000 people have taken 
refuge, mostly living on the 
tarmac. Araud said that 
will free up French troops 
to move beyond the air¬ 
port and take up security 
operations in Bangui and 


beyond. 

The EU mission likely will 
comprise 500 to 600 troops. 
It remains unclear which 
countries will contribute. 
Thomas Mayr-Harting, the 
head of the EU delegation 
to the United Nations, said 
the EU forces would be on 
the ground in CAR within 
weeks but could not pro¬ 
vide a specific timeframe. 
“We are starting to stabi¬ 
lize the situation, but it’s still 
very fragile,” Araud said. 
“We really need the arrival 
of the European forces.” 
France has sent 1,600 
troops to bolster some 
4,600 overwhelmed Afri¬ 
can peacekeepers, but 
few have reached the hot 
spots farther north. 

More than 1,000 people 
have been killed and near¬ 
ly 1 million forced from their 
homes since December in 
violence pitting Christians 
and Muslims, militias and 
civilians. 

The mostly Muslim rebels, 
known as Seleka, came 
from the country's far north 
in March 2013 to overthrow 
the president. □

neth Bae, saying he is in 
poor health and needs to 
return home. 

U.S. Special Representative 
for North Korea Policy Glyn 
Davies’ call for Bae's free¬ 
dom follows a news con¬ 
ference given by the mis¬ 
sionary earlier this month at 
which he said his situation 
was growing more difficult. 
“We hope that they’re 
willing to release Kenneth 
Bae,” Davies told reporters 
following talks with Chinese 
officials in Beijing. “FHis fam¬ 
ily is understandably very 
worried about his fate and 
would like him to be re¬ 
turned to them.” 

Bae was arrested in No¬ 
vember 2012 while lead¬ 
ing a tour group and sen¬ 
tenced to 15 years of hard 
labor for unspecified anti¬ 
government activity. Fie 
was moved to a hospital 
last summer in poor health. 


but said at his news confer¬ 
ence that he was being 
transferred back to prison. 
Davies said the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment had made direct 
appeals to North Korean 
representatives on Bae’s 
behalf. While North Korea 
has released detained 
Americans before follow¬ 
ing appeals, it has shown 
no indication that it is will¬ 
ing to do so in Bae's case. 
Bae's supporters say he 
did no wrong, although he 
and his family have apolo¬ 
gized for any violations of 
North Korean law. Davies 
said Bae has already been 
held longer than any other 
American in recent de¬ 
cades and, having been 
tried and convicted, now 
deserves to be set free. 
“North Korea I think has 
made its point about Ken¬ 
neth Bae and we are in fre¬ 
quent communication with 
the North Koreans to try to 
find a resolution to this is¬ 
sue. It's very, very impor¬ 
tant to us,” Davies said. □

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Mexican vigilante legalization plan carries risks

MEXICO CITY (AP) — After 
months of tacit coopera¬ 
tion with rural vigilantes try¬ 
ing to drive out a cult-like 
drug cartel, the Mexican 
government is seeking to 
permanently solve one of 
its toughest security prob¬ 


lems with a plan to legal¬ 
ize the growing movement 
and bring it under the ar¬ 
my’s control. 

But the risks are high. 

To succeed, the govern¬ 
ment must enforce military 
discipline and instill respect 


for human rights and due 
process among more than 
20,000 heavily armed civil¬ 
ians, then eventually dis¬ 
band them and send them 
back home in the western 
state of Michoacan. 

In other Latin American 
countries, similar experi¬ 
ments have created state- 


backed militias that carried 
out widespread human 
rights abuses as armed 
civilians turned to ven¬ 
geance, or assisted in mass 
killings. The Mexican army 
itself has been accused 
of rights abuses during the 


more than seven-year war 
against organized crime 
that has seen it deployed 
as a police force in much 
of the country. 

Vigilante leaders met Tues¬ 
day with government offi¬ 
cials to hash out details of 
the agreement that would 
put avocado and lime 


pickers with AR-15 semi¬ 
automatic rifles under army 
command. The Mexican 
military has a century-old 
tradition of mobilizing “rural 
defense corps" manned by 
peasants to fight bandits 
and uprisings in the coun¬ 


tryside. 

If the latest experiment 
works, it will resolve one of 
the thorniest dilemmas in 
the barely year-old admin¬ 
istration of President En¬ 
rique Pena Nieto: how to 
handle a movement that 
sprang up outside the law 
but successfully took on a 
pseudo-religious drug car¬ 
tel, the Knights Templar, 
which Mexican authorities 
had been unwilling or un¬ 
able to take on for years. 
Over the last year, the vigi¬ 
lantes, many of them for¬ 
mer migrant workers who 
spent years in the United 
States, have seized a doz¬ 
en towns terrorized by ex¬ 
tortion, killings and rapes 
at the hands of the cartel's 
gunmen. Members of the 
Knights Templar have tried 
to portray themselves as 
soldiers in a reincarnation 
of a medieval religious or¬ 
der dedicated to Christi¬ 
anity and the expulsion of 
abusive police from their 
communities. 

In many instances, Associ¬ 
ated Press reporters have 
witnessed federal forces 
stand on the sidelines while 
the “self-defense" forces 
routed the cartel, and oc¬ 
casionally even aid the vig¬ 
ilantes by conducting joint 
patrols and manning high¬ 
way checkpoints together. 
Mexican experts so far 
have widely accepted 
the administration's plan 
announced late Monday, 
calling it a smart way to 
maintain the movement's 
momentum against the 


Knights Templar while pro¬ 
tecting the government 
against charges it was ced¬ 
ing the rule of law in the 
“hot lands” of Michoacan, 
a rugged Pacific Coast 
state of rich agricultural 
land and mountains stud¬ 
ded by marijuana fields 
and methamphetamine 
labs. 

But in other parts of Latin 
America, the news stirred 
traumatic memories. 
Claudia Samayoa, a hu¬ 
man rights activist in Gua¬ 
temala, said the thousands 
of deaths attributed to the 
army-backed Peasant Self 
Defense Patrols during the 
country’s 1960-1996 civil 
war are too fresh to allow 
for more paramilitary forces 
in the region. 

“The cure is going to be 
worse than the disease," 
Samayoa said. “It would be 
better not to go down that 
road, and instead strength¬ 
en law enforcement and 
the justice and public safe¬ 
ty systems.” 

Margarita Solano, of the 
U.S. risk-analysis firm South¬ 
ern Pulse, said Mexico's 
vigilantes have awakened 
memories of her native Co¬ 
lombia’s experience with 
self-defense forces such as 
the “Convivir" movement 
that fought leftist rebels in 
the 1990s. While the groups 
were initially welcomed, 
some were later accused 
of rights abuses. 

“I’m finding differences 
and certain similarities that 
are frightening,” Solano 
said. □

41 points, including the 
game-winning jumper with 
1.5 seconds left, and the 
Oklahoma City Thunder ral¬ 
lied from a 14-point deficit 
in the second half to beat 
the Atlanta Hawks 111- 
109 Monday night for their 
eighth straight victory. 
Durant scored 13 in the 
fourth quarter, including a 
16-foot, step-back jumper 
with 25.5 seconds remain¬ 
ing that put Oklahoma 
City ahead for the first time 
since the opening 2 min¬ 
utes. Paul Millsap tied it 
for Atlanta before Durant 
knocked down the deci¬ 
sive 12-footer while being 
guarded by DeMarre Car- 
roll. Shelvin Mack tried to 
throw a pass to Millsap on 
the final play, but Thabo 
Sefolosha knocked it away. 
Millsap led the Hawks with 
23 points. Durant’s 11- 
game streak of 30 or more 
points is the longest in the 
NBA since Tracy McGrady 
did it in 14 straight games in 
March and April 2003. 
Durant had another effi¬ 
cient outing, shooting 15 of 
25 from the field and 5 for 7 
from 3-point range. During 
his streak, the star forward 
has had four 40-point out¬ 
ings. 

Reggie Jackson had 18 
points for Oklahoma City 
(36-10), which takes the 
Western Conference’s best 
record into a showdown 
Wednesday at Miami, the 


two-time defending NBA 
champion. 

RAPTORS 104, NETS 103 
NEW YORK (AP) — Pat¬ 
rick Patterson stole Deron 
Williams' inbounds pass 
and made the go-ahead 
jumper with 6 seconds left, 
and Toronto stopped a 
five-game winning streak 
by Brooklyn for the second 
time this month. 

Brooklyn had a three-point 
lead with 17 seconds left 
behind Paul Pierce in his 
best game with the Nets, 
but John Salmons scored 
on a drive with 12 seconds 
remaining before Brooklyn 
took its last timeout to move 
the ball into the frontcourt. 
Patterson stole the pass 
and fed Kyle Lowry, who 
got it back to Patterson for 
his jumper. Pierce was well 
off on a final attempt. 
Lowry finished with 31 
points and seven assists for 
the Raptors, who moved 
214 games ahead of the 
Nets for the Atlantic Divi¬ 
sion lead. 

Pierce scored 33 points, 
making seven 3-pointers 
in a strong bounce-back 
performance after going 
just 2 for 10 in his emotional 
return to Boston on Sunday.

and won for the fourth time 
in five games overall. 

Carlos Boozer had 20 points 
and 14 rebounds for the 
Bulls, who played without 
ailing center Joakim Noah 
(illness) and guard Kirk Hin- 
rich (strained right ham¬ 


string). D.J. Augustin added 
19 points. 

The Timberwolves were also 
missing their starting center. 
Nikola Pekovic exited with 
a sore right Achilles tendon 
midway through the first 
quarter. He had one point 
and one rebound in 6 min¬ 
utes. 

SUNS 124, 76ERS 113 
PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Ger¬ 


ald Green scored 30 points 
and Goran Dragic had 24 
to lead Phoenix past Phila¬ 
delphia.

Broncos’ Rodgers-Cromartie might retire at age 27

Cromartie is 27 years old, 
right in his prime as an NFL 
player. 

Perfect time to retire. 

The Denver Broncos cor¬ 
nerback said Monday he’s 
giving serious consider¬ 
ation to hanging it up after 
the Super Bowl. He’s not 
burned out, not worried 
about his health. 

He just figures he’s had a 
good run. 

“I had a goal of playing 5 
years, and I reached that,” 
Rodgers-Cromartie said. 
He’s completed six sea¬ 
sons in the NFL, in fact, and 
could be in line to com¬ 
mand plenty of money af¬ 
ter making three intercep¬ 
tions in 2013. But Rodgers- 
Cromartie insisted that de¬ 
pending on how he feels 
after Sunday’s game, he 
might call it quits. 

He even knows what he 
would do instead of foot¬ 
ball. He’d go back to col¬ 
lege and study psychology 
to become a guidance 
counselor at his old high 
school. 

“I had my fun in this 
league,” he said. 
Rodgers-Cromartie came 
out of Football Champi¬ 
onship Subdivision Tennes¬ 
see State and figures he 
wasn’t supposed to make 
it in the NFL at all from a 
small school, lef alone sur¬ 
pass the average 2 to 3 
years that players last in 
the league. 

He wasn’t a typical lower- 
division prospect, though, 
selected by the Cardinals 
with the 16th overall pick 
in 2008. Rodgers-Cromartie 
played three years in Arizo¬ 
na and two in Philadelphia 
before joining the Broncos. 
He regularly tells his team¬ 
mates about his plan. 

“They always think I am jok¬ 
ing about it," he said. 

Even if he sticks around 


next season, Rodgers- 
Cromartie can’t imagine 
repeating the feat of fel¬ 
low Denver cornerback 
Champ Bailey, who’s in his 
15th year in the league. 
Asked about Bailey’s lon¬ 
gevity, Rodgers-Cromartie 
exclaimed a curse word in 
admiration, then added, 
“He can have that.” 

GIANTS GUESTS: The Seattle 
Seahawks are preparing 
for the Super Bowl against 
the Broncos at the New 
York Giants' training facil¬ 
ity, which opened in 2009 
and is adjacent to MetLife 
Stadium. 

When the Giants and Jets 
were picked to co-host 
the title game in May 2010, 
the owners of fhe teams 
had hoped they would be¬ 
come the first to play the 
game in their home sta¬ 
dium. 

Neither was so lucky. The 
Broncos are training at 
the Jets’ headquarters in 
Florham Park, N.J., a half- 
hour's drive away, which 
opened in 2008. 

“If’s what we signed up 
for,” Gianfs co-owner John 
Mara said. “We certainly 
would rather be play¬ 
ing the game ourselves, 
but we knew there was a 
good chance someone 
else would be using our fa¬ 
cility.” 

Broncos coach John Fox 
was assured by the NFL 
that the Jets' outdoor fields 
would be in good shape 
despite the cold weather 
and inordinate amount of 
snow that has hit the area 
this month. Because the 
Broncos have a bubble 
instead of a permanent 
indoor venue — that is be¬ 
ing built now — Fox says his 
team might be jealous of 
the Jets. 

“Our operations guy tells 
me that the guys will be 
complaining that it is so 


much nicer than ours, so 
he is not real excited about 
it,” Fox said. “We’ve heard 
nothing but great things.” 
The Seahawks have a 
multi-million dollar training 
facility in Renton, Wash., 
complete with a mam¬ 
moth indoor field.

Most teams don’t work 
out on Mondays unless 
they are coming off an off 
week, which both Super 
Bowl clubs are. 

The Giants, who were 7-9 
this season in missing the 
playoffs for the fourth time 
in five years, had to clean 


out the first floor of their fa¬ 
cility. They left their four Su¬ 
per Bowl trophies in a glass 
case on the first floor for the 
Seahawks to admire. 

When asked if they were 
worried leaving any note¬ 


books around with trade 
secrets, Mara laughed. 

“If they were looking at 
our notebooks from this 
year, there's definitely not 
a heck of a lot that would

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Eating Your Pots and Pans

Certain metals are essen- 
tialfor human health like 
iron, zinc, copper, manga¬ 
nese, chromium, molyb¬ 
denum, selenium, calcium 
and sodium. Of course, we 
need theseonly in trace, or 
very small amounts. These 
metals are found naturally 
inthe earth where plants 
and animals absorb them 
and then pass them to us 
as food. 

Other metals known as 
heavy or toxic metals are 
elements that cannot be 
metabolized by the body 
and include: mercury, nick¬ 
el, lead, arsenic, cadmium, 
aluminum, platinum, and 
copper (the metallic form 
found in copper pipes, ver¬ 
sus the ionic form required 
by the body). Exposure to 
heavy metals has been 
linked with developmental 
retardation, various can¬ 
cers, kidney damage, and 
even death in casesof very 
high of exposure. 

The fact is that we are all 
being exposed to and ab¬ 
sorbing harmful substances 
to some degree every day. 
Aluminum powder is found 
in kitchen pots, toothpaste 
and underarm deodorant 
and processed foods. Mer¬ 
cury from amalgam (silver) 
fillings breaks down and 
leaks a foxic gas into our 
brains. And, these are just 
a few examples. We may 
not be able to control all 
the toxic metals we are ex¬ 
posed to, but we can con¬ 
trol some. 

Most people are shocked 
to find out that metal and 
chemicals from your kitch¬ 
en pots and pans can leach 
into your food,especially 
under high cooking tem¬ 
peratures. Even a small 
amount of metal or chemi¬ 
cal can affect the taste of 
your food, not to mention, 
your health. Want a check 
for yourself? Put a half a 


glass of clean water into 
one of your pots and scrub 
the bottom with a brand 
new plastic scouring pad. 
Scrub for thirty seconds, 
and then pour the water 
into the glass. What do 
you see? Would you drink 
that water? If the water is 
cloudy or if the water tastes 
metallic, you should con¬ 
sider changing your cook¬ 
ware. 

Acidic and alkaline foods 
will increase the leaching 
of metals from your pots 
into your food.Generally, 
vinegar and fruits are the 
most acidic foods and 
include lemon juice, ap¬ 
ples, blueberries, cherries, 
grapes, grapefruit, peach¬ 
es, pears, pineapple, 
plums, and raspberries. The 
more acidic vegetables in¬ 
clude: pimentos, tomatoes, 
or anything processed with 
vinegar or acid liquid, such 
as artichokes or beets from 
a jar or can. 

Alkaline or basic foods 
include eggs, garlic, on¬ 
ion, potatoes, avocados, 
bananas, spinach, broc¬ 
coli, carrots, peas, and 
my favorite, unsweetened 
chocolate. The body has 
a much higher tolerance 
for acid foods than ba¬ 
sic foods. That is because 
acidic foods tend to push 
the body to a, healthier 
more alkaline position. 
Inexpensive and excellent 
at transferring heat quick¬ 
ly to food, aluminum has 
been used for kitchenware 
for a long time. Aluminum 
is fairly soft and will release 
more molecules into the 
food than harder metals 
used in other cookware. 
Alkaline foods will increase 
the amount of aluminum 
that leaches into the food. 
Aluminum cookware is defi¬ 
nitely linked to an increas¬ 
ing chance of early onset 
Alzheimer’s disease. Medi¬ 


cal research has shown 
that approximately 20% of 
the daily intake of alumi¬ 
num has been proven to 
come from cooking uten¬ 
sils (pans, pots, kettles, and 
trays) made of aluminum. 

In 1961, 'The Happy Pan", 
the first US-made Teflon 
coated frying pan was in¬ 
troduced and became 
popular because Teflon is 
used as a non-stick coat¬ 
ing. However, while Teflon 
is stable and nontoxic, it 
begins to deteriorate after 
the temperature of cook¬ 
ware reaches about 260 
°C; 500 °F, and decom¬ 
poses above 350 °C; 662 
°F. Meat is usually fried be¬ 
tween 400 and 450 °F (204 
and 232 °C), and most oils 
will start to smoke, mean¬ 
ing they are turning rancid 
before a temperature of 
500 °F, 260 °C is reached. 
Empty cookware can eas¬ 
ily exceed this temperature 
upon heating.Overheating 
of Teflon generates highly 
toxic fumes and poses a se¬ 
rious health hazard to the 
human respiratory tract. 
Heated to its smoking point 
Teflon fumes are ten times 
as toxic as phosgene gas, 
a chemical weapon used 
in both World Wars. 

In May, 2003, the environ¬ 
mental research and ad¬ 
vocacy organization, Envi¬ 
ronmental Working Group, 
filed a brief with the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission petitioning for 
a rule requiring that cook¬ 
ware and heated appli¬ 
ances bearing non-stick 
coatings carry a label 
warning of health hazards 
to people and to birds. 
Cast iron cookware can 
leach dietary iron into food 
which is actually a good 
thing. People with ane¬ 
mia may benefit from the 
added iron in the food. 
However, Cast iron is very 
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heavy, rusts if not handled 
correctly and not practical 
for all types of cooking. 
Stainless steel is the better 
choice for cookware, but 
even good stainless, af¬ 
ter it has been used and 
scoured with steel wool 
pad, or dinged and pit¬ 
ted through years of use, 
leaches some metals into 
your food. Stainless steel is 
actually a mixture of sever¬ 
al metals, including chro¬ 
mium, molybdenum and 
nickel, all of which can 
trickle into foods. Chro¬ 
mium and molybdenum 
are needed by the body 
in very small amounts, but 
nickel, is a toxic metal 
known as a carcinogen or 
cancer causing. 

We test patients for tox¬ 
ins contributing to health 
problems using hair. Hair 
growing out of the body 
brings its message of what 
the environment was like 
inside. Diagnosing a hair 
element test result, I can 
usually tell you what kind of 
pots and pans you are us¬ 
ing in your kitchen. Nickel 
andaluminum are heavy 
metals we see often in hair 
toxicity test results. 

Other metals we test for 
include lead, tin, arsenic 
and mercury. The Cen¬ 
ter for Disease Control 
acknowledges the value 
of hair mercury levels as 
a marker for exposure to 
neurotoxic methylmercury 
from fish in mothers and 
children. We see mercury 
in all ages also form expo¬ 
sure to dental amalgams, 
even in children who never 


had silver fillings, but their 
parents did.

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Google hopes designer frames will sharpen Glass

NEW YORK (AP) — Google 
Glass is getting glasses. 

The computerized. Inter- 
net-connected goggles 
don't actually come with 
lenses in its frame. Starting 
Tuesday, Google is offering 
an optional attachment 
for prescription lenses and 
new styles of detachable 
sunglasses. 

The move comes as 
Google Inc. prepares to 
make Glass available to 
the general population lat¬ 
er this year. Currently, Glass 
is available only to the tens 
of thousands of people 
who are testing and creat¬ 
ing apps for it. 

Glass is basically a small 
computer, with a cam¬ 
era and a display screen 
above the wearer's right 
eye. The device sits roughly 
at eyebrow level, higher 
than where eyeglasses 
would go. 

It lets wearers surf the Web, 
ask for directions and take 
photos or videos. Akin to 
wearing a smartphone 
without having to hold it in 
your hands. Glass also lets 
people read their email, 
share photos on Twitter 
and Facebook, translate 
phrases while traveling or 
partake in video chats. 
Glass follows some basic 
voice commands, spo¬ 
ken after the words “OK, 
Glass.” 

The gadget itself is not 
changing with this an¬ 
nouncement. Rather, 
Google plans to make 
various attachments avail¬ 
able for people who wear 
glasses or sunglasses. 


The Mountain View, Cali¬ 
fornia, company is now of¬ 
fering four styles of frames 
for prescription lenses. 
It's also offering two new 
types of shades, in addi¬ 
tion to the one previously 
available. The frames cost 
$225 and the shades, $150. 
That’s on top of the $1,500 
price of Glass. 

Users can take the frames 
to any vision care provid¬ 
er for prescription lenses. 
Google says it is working 
with insurance provider Vi¬ 
sion Service Plan to train 
eye-care providers around 
the U.S. on how to work 
with Glass. 

Google says some insur¬ 
ance plans may cover 
the cost of the frames. 
VSP, which covers 64 mil¬ 
lion people in the U.S., will 
also provide coverage for 
the frames and prescrip¬ 
tion lenses as part of its 
partnership with Google. 
VSP's typical allowances 
for frames can range from 
$80 to $160. 

Isabelle Olsson, the lead 
designer for Google Glass, 
says the new frames open 
the spectacles up to a 
larger audience. 

She demonstrated the 
new frames to The Associ¬ 
ated Press last week at the 
Google Glass Basecamp, 
an airy loft on the eighth 
floor of New York City's 
Chelsea Market. It's one 
of the places where Glass 
users go to pick up their 
wares and learn how to 
use them. Walking in, visi¬ 
tors are greeted, of course, 
by a receptionist wearing 
Google Glass.

as possible to wear it,” she 
said. 

To that end, Glass's design¬ 
ers picked four basic but 
distinct frame styles. On 
one end is a chunky “bold” 
style that stands out. On 
the other is a “thin” design 
— to blend in as much as 
possible. 

Olsson said Google won’t 
be able to compete with 
the thousands of styles of¬ 
fered at typical eyeglass¬ 
es stores. Instead, Glass’s 
designers looked at what 
types of glasses are most 
popular, what people 
wear the most and, impor¬ 
tantly, what they look good 
in. The latter has been a 
constant challenge for the 
nascent wearable tech¬ 
nology industry, especially 
for something like Google 
Glass, designed to be 
worn on your face. When 
Google unveiled Glass in 
a video nearly two years 
ago, it drew unfavorable 
comparisons to Bluetooth 
headsets, the trademarks 
of the fashion-ignorant 
technophile.

AT&T posts 4Q 
profit, service 
revenues gain 

DALLAS (AP) — AT&T is post¬ 
ing stronger-than-expect- 
ed earnings for the final 
quarter of 2013, helped by 
higher revenue from mo¬ 
bile and Internet service 
subscribers. 

AT&T Inc. said Tuesday 
that it earned $6.9 billion, 
or $1.31 per share, in the 
October-December peri¬ 
od. That's up from a loss of 
$3.8 billion, or 68 cents per 
share, in the same period a 
year earlier. 

The latest quarter's results 
included a pension-relat¬ 
ed gain of $7.6 billion, tax 
expenses and other items. 
Adjusted earnings were 53 
cents per share in the latest 
quarter, beating analysts’ 
expectations by 2 cents. 
Revenue rose 2 percent to 
$33.2 billion from $32.6 bil¬ 
lion. According to FactSet, 
analysts on average were 
expecting revenue of $33.1 
billion. 

Yahoo revenue 
drop drags 4Q 
earnings lower 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Yahoo’s latest quarterly 
report shows CEO Marissa 
Mayer is still having trouble 
bringing in more revenue 
as online advertisers spend 
more money at Google 
and other rivals. 

The fourth-quarter results 
announced Tuesday serve 
as the latest reminder of 
challenges facing Yahoo 
Inc. The long-slumping In¬ 
ternet company hoped to 
revive its revenue growth 
when it lured Mayer away 
from Google Inc. 18 months 
ago. So far, though, Ya¬ 
hoo's revenue remains 
stuck in a rut. The com¬ 
pany's earnings are rising 
largely because lucrative 
investments in Asian Inter¬ 
net companies made be¬ 
fore Mayer’s arrival. 

Yahoo earned $348 mil¬ 
lion, or 33 cents per share, 
a 28 percent increase from 
$272 million, or 23 cents per 
share, a year earlier.Q

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Pressure mounts for Apple to expand its horizons

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Apple reshaped technolo¬ 
gy and society when Steve 
Jobs unveiled the iPhone 
seven years ago. Now, the 
trend-setting company is 
losing ground to rivals that 
offer what Apple has stub¬ 
bornly refused to make: 
smartphones with lower 
prices and larger screens 
than the iPhone. 

The void in Apple’s lineup 
is a major reason why the 
company's quarterly rev¬ 
enue may be about to fall 
for the first time in more 
than a decade, much to 
the dismay of investors who 
are worried that Apple Inc. 
is losing its verve and vision. 
Wall Street vented its frus¬ 
tration after Apple report¬ 
ed late Monday that it sold 
fewer iPhones than ana¬ 
lysts anticipated during 
the holiday season. Apple 
compounded that disap¬ 
pointment with a forecast 
raising the possibility of 
a slight revenue decline 
in the current quarter. It 
would be the first time that 
Apple's quarterly revenue 
has dropped from the pre¬ 
vious year since 2003. 
Apple's stock shed $44, or 8 
percent, to close Tuesday 
at $506.50, marking the 
company's largest one- 
day drop in a year. The sell- 
off leaves the stock about 
28 percent below its peak 
of $705.07, reached in Sep¬ 
tember 2012 when Apple’s 
leadership in smartphones 
and tablet computers was 
still generating robust rev¬ 
enue growth. 

Since then, Apple has 
been relinquishing market 
share to Samsung Electron¬ 
ics Inc. and other compa¬ 
nies that primarily make 
devices running Google 
Inc.’s Android operating 
system. Those competitors 
offer a broader selection 
of designs and prices than 
the iPhone and the iPad. 
That trend is one of the rea¬ 
sons that Apple's revenue 
growth hasn’t exceeded 6 
percent in any of the past 
three quarters. By contrast, 
Apple's quarterly revenue 
was consistently increasing 
by at least 20 percent two 
years ago and even ex¬ 
ceeded 70 percent during 
the 2011 holiday quarter. 


Apple remains in stellar 
shape financially, coming 
off a $13 billion profit in its 
most recent quarter — 
more than all but a handful 
of companies make in an 
entire year. The Cupertino, 
California, company also is 
sitting on nearly $159 billion 
in cash. 

But Apple’s stock is un¬ 


likely to bounce back to 
its previous high unless the 
company’s growth accel¬ 
erates. 

The challenges facing Ap¬ 
ple have been most glar¬ 
ing in the smartphone mar¬ 
ket. 

Phones in less affluent parts 
of the world are selling for 
less than $200. By compari¬ 
son, iPhones sold for an av¬ 
erage of $637 in Apple’s 
most recent quarter. Even 
Apple’s cheaper iPhone 
5C is just $100 less than the 
high-end 5S. 

Meanwhile, a variety of 
Android phones boast 
screens measuring 5 to 6.5 
inches diagonally, while 
the latest iPhones are all 4 
inches. 

Apple’s insistence on ca-

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tering to the upper end 
of the smartphone market 
with only one choice of 
screen size is undercutting 
the company’s growth. In¬ 
ternational Data Research 
analyst Ramon Llamas 
said. 

“There is a gap where Ap¬ 
ple is not playing, and it's 
clear that many users want 


some of these other things 
in a phone,” Llamas said. 
As a result, Apple’s share of 
the smartphone market fell 
from nearly 19 percent at 
the end of 2012 to about 
15 percent last year, ac¬ 
cording to IDC. Samsung 
remains the market leader 
with a 31 percent share at 
the end of last year, up a 
notch from 30 percent in 
2012. 

Apple tried to widen the 
iPhone's appeal with the 
cheaper 5C, which was 
essentially a recycled ver¬ 
sion of the iPhone’s previ¬ 
ous generation. To make 
the 5C look like something 
new, Apple dressed it up in 
a brightly colored array of 
plastic casings. 

In Monday's conference 


call with analysts, Apple 
CEO Tim Cook made it 
clear that the 5C didn’t sell 
as well as the company an¬ 
ticipated, though he didn’t 
provide specifics. Cook 
hailed the 5S model as the 
star performer in the com¬ 
pany’s holiday quarter. 
With the 5S leading the 
way, Apple sold 51 million 


iPhones in the fiscal first 
quarter. Even though that 
set a record for the com¬ 
pany, it represented a let¬ 
down because analysts 
had projected 55 million. 
Analysts suspect that many 
of those iPhones are being 
bought by repeat custom¬ 
ers who love the mobile op¬ 
erating software and other 
services, as well as the ca¬ 
chet that comes with the 
Apple brand. Cook said 
Apple still attracts a “signifi¬ 
cant” number of first-time 
iPhone buyers. 

Jobs carefully cultivated 
Apple's luxury image be¬ 
fore he died in October 
2011, and Cook has given 
no indication he will risk 
tainting it with an inexpen¬ 
sive smartphone sporting 


lower-quality parts. 

“Our objective has always 
been to make the best, 
not the most,” Cook said 
Monday. He also said Ap¬ 
ple will expand its horizons 
this year with new products 
that will push the company 
beyond smartphones and 
tablets. Most analysts ex¬ 
pect an Internet-connect¬ 
ed smartwatch and possi¬ 
bly a long-rumored televi¬ 
sion set that would run on 
the same software as the 
iPhone and the iPad. □

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Scientists find ancient plague DNA in teeth

DNA shows ancient hunter 
had blue eyes, dark skin

LONDON (AP) — Scientists 
say two of the deadliest 
pandemics in history were 
caused by strains of the 
same plague and warn 
that new versions of the 
bacteria could spark future 
outbreaks. 

Researchers found tiny bits 
of DNA in the teeth of two 
German victims killed by 
the Justinian plague about 
1,500 years ago. With those 
fragments, they recon¬ 
structed the genome of 
the oldest bacteria known. 
They concluded the Jus¬ 
tinian plague was caused 
by a strain of Yersinia pes- 
tis, the same pathogen 
responsible for the Black 
Death that struck medieval 
Europe. The study was pub¬ 
lished online Tuesday in the 
journal, Lancet Infectious 
Diseases. 

The two plagues packed 
quite a punch. The Justin¬ 
ian Plague is thought to 
have wiped out half the 
globe as it spread across 
Asia, North Africa, the 
Middle East and Europe. 
And the Black Death killed 
about 50 million Europeans 
in just four years during the 
14th century. 

“What this shows is that the 
plague jumped into hu¬ 
mans on several different 
occasions and has gone 
on a rampage,” said Tom 
Gilbert, a professor at the 
Natural History Museum of 
Denmark who wrote an ac¬ 
companying commentary. 
“That shows the jump is not 
that difficult to make and 
wasn’t a wild fluke.” 

The plague is usually 


spread to humans by ro¬ 
dents whose fleas carry the 
bacteria. 

“Humans are infringing on 
rodents' territory, so it’s only 
a matter of time before 
we get more exposure to 
them,” Gilbert said. 

Still, he and other experts 
doubted a modern plague 
epidemic would be as dev¬ 
astating. 

“Plague is something that 
will continue to happen 
but modern-day antibiot¬ 
ics should be able to stop 
it,” said Hendrik Poinar, di¬ 
rector of the Ancient DNA 
Centre at McMaster Uni¬ 
versity in Canada, who led 
the new research. He said 
about 200 rodent species 
carry the plague and could 
potentially infect other ani¬ 
mals or humans. 

Poinar warned that if the 
plague transforms into an 
airborne version — which 
can happen if the bacte¬ 
ria reaches the lungs and 
its droplets are spread by 
coughing — it would be 
much harder to snuff out. 
That type of plague can kill 
people within 24 hours of 
being infected. 

Poinar said scientists need 
to sharpen their surveil¬ 
lance of plague in rodent 
populations to try averting 
future human infections. 

“If we happen to see a 
massive die-off of rodents 
somewhere with (the 
plague), then it would be¬ 
come alarming,” he said. 
There are several thousand 
human cases of plague ev¬ 
ery year, most often in cen¬ 
tral and Eastern Europe, Af¬ 
rica, Asia and parts of the 
Americas. □

BERLIN (AP) — A hunter- 
gatherer who lived in Eu¬ 
rope some 7,000 years ago 
probably had blue eyes 
and dark skin, a combina¬ 
tion that has largely disap¬ 
peared from the continent 
in the millennia since, scien¬ 
tists said Tuesday. 

The discovery, published 
in the journal Nature this 
week, was made by scien¬ 
tists from the United States, 
Europe and Australia who 
analyzed ancient DNA ex¬ 
tracted from a male tooth 
found in a cave in northern 
Spain. 

“We have the stereotype 
that blue eyes are found 
only in light-skinned people 
but that’s not necessarily 
the case,” lead researcher 
Carles Lalueza-Fox said in a 
telephone interview Tues¬ 
day with The Associated 
Press. 

Lalueza-Fox, who works at 
the Institute of Evolution¬ 
ary Biology in Barcelona, 
Spain, said the man's skin 
would have been darker 
than most modern Euro¬ 
peans, while his eyes may 


have resembled those of 
Scandinavians, his closest 
genetic relatives today. 
The combination of blue 
eyes and dark skin, which 
is sometimes seen in peo¬ 
ple with mixed European 
and African ancestry, may 
once have been common 
among ancient European 
hunter-gatherers, he said. 
The researchers also found 
the man had genes that in¬ 
dicated he was poor at di¬ 
gesting milk and starch, an 
ability which only spread 
among Europeans with the 
arrival of Neolithic farmers 
from the Middle East. 

The arrival of this group was 
also believed to have intro¬ 
duced several diseases as¬ 
sociated with proximity to 
animals — and the genes 
that helped resist them. 

But the hunter-gatherer 
whose remains were found 
in the La Brana caves, 
near Spanish city of Leon, 
already had some genes 
that would have helped 
him fight diseases such as 
measles, flu and smallpox. 
This came as a surprise to 
researchers, indicating that 
the genetic transition was 


already under way 7,000 
years ago, Lalueza-Fox 
said. 

The lack of such genes 
among pre-Columbian 
populations in the Ameri¬ 
cas was one of the reasons 
they were so susceptible to 
these diseases when the 
Europeans arrived. 
Researchers are hoping 
to make further discover¬ 
ies from a second skeleton 
found at the site, said Lal¬ 
ueza-Fox. 

Beth Shapiro, an associate 
professor of ecology and 
evolutionary biology at 
the University of California 
Santa Cruz, said the pa¬ 
per showed how old DNA 
could be used to learn 
more about the appear¬ 
ance and traits of ancient 
populations. 

“I anticipate that this is just 
the beginning and am ex¬ 
cited to see these sorts of 
analyses taking place,” 
said Shapiro, who wasn’t 
involved in the study. 

“I look forward to what 
else we will learn once we 
have population samples 
of paleogenomes (ancient

LOS ANGELES (AP) — There’s an 
easy way to give pop music’s 
most performance-hardened 
stars a case of the butterflies: Ask 
them to perform in front of The 
Beatles. 

Many of today’s top artists gath¬ 
ered Monday night to honor The 
Beatles’ legacy, with Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney and Ringo Starr in atten¬ 
dance and late members John 
Lennon and George Harrison al¬ 
ways in mind, at The Recording 
Academy's taping of “The Night 
That Changed America: A Gram¬ 
my Salute to The Beatles." 

John Legend and Alicia Keys 
sang “Let It Be." Katy Perry per¬ 
formed “Yesterday," while her 
boyfriend, John Mayer, teamed 
with Keith Urban on "Don't Let 
Me Down." And Brad Paisley and 
Pharrell Williams took on the chal¬ 
lenge of “Here Comes the Sun," 
a song well-known to millions of 
music fans. 

“We are honoring the most impor¬ 
tant band of all time, and trying 
to do justice to their song while 
two of them sit there,” Paisley said 
in an interview before his perfor¬ 
mance. “We know, going in, 
we're not going to sing like them, 
and we’re going to try to do our 
own thing with it. But ... there’s 
reasons why people get blasted 
when they cover Beatles songs 
in any situation. But here we are, 
we're all doing that tonight. So, I 
guess it's an even playing field in 
that sense.” 

It was until McCartney and Starr 
took the stage, turning what had 
been a fairly sedate affair into an 


arm-in-arm singalong of hits “Hey, 
Jude," "Sgt. Pepper” and “Yel¬ 
low Submarine” that prompted 
movie stars and Grammy Award¬ 
winning musicians alike to sing 
along like giddy kids. 

The telecast will air Feb. 9,50 years 
after The Fab Four made their first 
appearance in front of an Ameri¬ 
can TV audience on “The Ed Sul¬ 
livan Show." It was a historic mo¬ 
ment with more than 73 million 
Americans tuning in, changing 
pop culture in profound ways. 
Even so, McCartney told the 
crowd he was hesitant to agree 
to commemorate it. 

“What can I say about this eve¬ 
ning, it's just amazing," he said. 
“At first when I was asked to do 
the show, I was wondering if it 
was the right thing to do. Was it 
seemly to tribute yourself? But I 
saw a couple of American guys 
who said to me, ‘You don't un¬ 
derstand the impact of that ap¬ 
pearance on the show on Ameri¬ 
ca.’ I didn’t realize that.” 

Grammy producer Ken Ehrlich 
said the tribute event was more 
than a decade in the making and 
was produced at the Los Angeles 
Convention Center with archival 
footage from the band’s “Ed Sul¬ 
livan” era as well as their psyche¬ 
delic and hirsute, hipster periods. 
Maroon 5 kicked off the show 
by re-creating the opening mo¬ 
ments of the Feb. 9, 1964, ap¬ 
pearance with “All My Loving," 
then “Ticket to Ride." Keys and 
Legend faced each other as 
they sat at matching black baby 
grand pianos. Mayer and Urban 
traded guitar licks, as did Gary 
Clarke Jr. and Joe Walsh on "As 


My Guitar Gently Weeps.” Annie 
Lennox and Dave Stewart of The 
Eurythmics reunited to play “The 
Fool on the Hill.” 

Dave Grohl and Jeff Lynne ham¬ 
mered deep cut “Hey, Bulldog," 
and Harrison's son Dhani joined 
Lynne and Joe Walsh on his fa¬ 
ther's classic “Something.” Ste¬ 
vie Wonder performed “We Can 
Work It Out” twice, asking for a 
retake after a slow start on his first 
attempt. "Fire me, sue me,” he 
joked with the crowd. 

Starr took the stage next and 
marveled at Wonder’s appear¬ 
ance: “I’ve got to tell you, what a 


thrill following Stevie Wonder.” 

The drummer performed three 
songs alone, including “Yellow 
Submarine" at the request of 
Grohl’s young daughter. McCart¬ 
ney took the stage next for five 
songs of his own before Starr re¬ 
turned for a finale that included a 
group sing-a-long of "Hey, Jude.” 
It was the first time the two had 
performed together since 2010. 
“We were in a band. It's called 
The Beatles,” Starr said near the 
end of the show. “And if we play, 
John and George are always with 
us. It's always John, Paul, George 
and Ringo.”□ 


Motley Crue to retire, 
plan 72 goodbye concerts

Football moves 
Emmy Awards to 
Monday this year

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Folk singer, activist Pete Seeger dies in NY

ALBANY, New York (AP) 

— Pete Seeger, the banjo¬ 
picking troubadour who 
sang for migrant workers, 
college students and star- 
struck presidents, has died 
at the age of 94. 

Seeger’s grandson, Kitama 
Cahill-Jackson, said his 
grandfather died peace¬ 
fully in his sleep around 
9:30 p.m. Monday at New 
York-Presbyterian Hospital, 
where he had been for 
six days. Family members 
were with him. 

“He was chopping wood 
10 days ago,” Cahill-Jack¬ 
son recalled. 

Just a couple years ago 
in 2011, the nonagenarian 
Seeger — buoyed by his 
characteristically soaring 
spirit, the surging crowd 
around him and a pair of 
canes — walked through 
the streets of Manhattan 
leading an Occupy Wall 
Street protest. 

Though he would later 
admit the attention em¬ 
barrassed him, the mo¬ 
ment brought back many 
feelings and memories as 
he instructed yet another 
generation of young peo¬ 
ple how to effect change 
through song and determi¬ 
nation — as he had done 
over the last seven de¬ 
cades as a history-sifting 
singer and ever-so-gentle 
rabble-rouser. 

“Be wary of great leaders,” 
he told The Associated 
Press two days after the 
march. “Hope that there 
are many, many small 
leaders." 

President Barack Obama 
on Tuesday said Seeger 
used his voice to strike 
blows for workers’ and civil 
rights, world peace, and 
environmental conserva¬ 
tion. 

With his lanky frame, use- 
worn banjo and full white 
beard, Seeger was an 
iconic figure in folk music 
who outlived his peers. He 
performed with the great 
folk minstrel Woody Guth¬ 
rie in his younger days and 
wrote or co-wrote “If I Had 
a Hammer,” "Turn, Turn, 
Turn,” "Where Have All the 
Flowers Gone” and “Kisses 
Sweeter Than Wine.” He 


lent his voice against Hit¬ 
ler and nuclear power. A 
cheerful warrior, he typi¬ 
cally delivered his broad¬ 
sides with an affable air 
and his fingers poised over 
the strings of his banjo. 

In 2011, the canes kept 
Seeger from car¬ 
rying his beloved 
instrument while 
he walked nearly 
2 miles (3.2 kilome¬ 
ters) with hundreds 
of protesters swirling 
around him holding 
signs and guitars. 

With a simple ges¬ 
ture — extending his 
friendship — Seeger 
gave the protesters 
and even their op¬ 
ponents a moment 
of brotherhood the 
short-lived Occupy 
movement sorely 
needed. 

With The Weavers, a 
quartet organized in 
1948, Seeger helped 
set the stage for 
a national folk re¬ 
vival. The group — 
Seeger, Lee Hays, 

Ronnie Gilbert and 
Fred Hellerman — churned 
out hit recordings of 
“Goodnight Irene," "Tze- 
na, Tzena" and “On Top of 
Old Smokey.” 

Seeger also was credited 
with popularizing “We Shall 
Overcome,” which he 
printed in his publication 
“People’s Song” in 1948. 
He later said his only con¬ 
tribution to the anthem of 
the civil rights movement 
was changing the second 


word from “will" to “shall,” 
which he said “opens up 
the mouth better." 

His musical career was al¬ 
ways braided tightly with 
his political activism, in 
which he advocated for 
causes ranging from civil 


rights to the cleanup of 
his beloved Hudson River. 
Seeger said he left the 
Communist Party around 
1950 and later renounced 
it. But the association 
dogged him for years. 

He was kept off commer¬ 
cial television for more 
than a decade after tan¬ 
gling with the House of 
Representatives Un-Amer¬ 
ican Activities Commit¬ 
tee in 1955. Repeatedly 


pressed by the commit¬ 
tee to reveal whether he 
had sung for Communists, 
Seeger responded sharp¬ 
ly: “I love my country very 
dearly, and I greatly resent 
this implication that some 
of the places that I have 
sung and some of the 
people that I have known, 
and some of my opinions, 
whether they are religious 
or philosophical, or I might 
be a vegetarian, make me 
any less of an American." 
He was charged with con¬ 
tempt of Congress, but the 
sentence was overturned 
on appeal. 

Seeger’s output included 
dozens of albums and sin¬ 
gle records for adults and 
children. 

He appeared in the mov¬ 
ies “To Hear My Banjo Play” 
in 1946 and “Tell Me That 
You Love Me, Junie Moon” 
in 1970. A reunion concert 
of the original Weavers in 
1980 was filmed as a docu¬ 
mentary titled “Wasn’t That 


a Time.” 

By the 1990s, no longer a 
party member but still styl¬ 
ing himself a communist 
with a small c, Seeger was 
heaped with national hon¬ 
ors. 

Official Washington sang 
along — the audience 
must sing was the rule at 
a Seeger concert — when 
it lionized him at the Ken¬ 
nedy Center in 1994. Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton hailed him 


as “an inconvenient artist 
who dared to sing things as 
he saw them." 

Seeger was inducted into 
the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame in 1996 as an early 
influence. Ten years later, 
Bruce Springsteen honored 
him with “We Shall Over¬ 
come: The Seeger Ses¬ 
sions,” a rollicking reinter¬ 
pretation of songs sung by 
Seeger. While pleased with 
the album, Seeger said he 
wished it was “more seri¬ 
ous." 

In 1997 he won a Grammy 
for best traditional folk al¬ 
bum, “Pete.” 

Seeger was born in New 
York City on May 3, 1919, 
into an artistic family 
whose roots traced to reli¬ 
gious dissenters of colonial 
America. His mother, Con¬ 
stance, played violin and 
taught; his father, Charles, 
a musicologist, was a con¬ 
sultant to the Resettlement 
Administration, which 
gave artists work during 
the Depression. His 
uncle Alan Seeger, 
the poet, wrote “I 
Have a Rendezvous 
With Death” before 
being killed in World 
War I. It was a favor¬ 
ite poem of President 
John F. Kennedy, a 
classmate of Pete 
Seeger’s at Harvard. 
Dropping out of Har¬ 
vard in 1938 after 
two years as a disillu¬ 
sioned sociology ma¬ 
jor, he hit the road, 
picking up folk tunes 
as he hitchhiked or 
hopped freights. 

In 1940, with Guth¬ 
rie and others, he 
was part of the Al¬ 
manac Singers and 
performed benefits 
for disaster relief and 
other causes. 

He and Guthrie also 
toured migrant camps and 
union halls. He sang on 
overseas radio broadcasts 
for the Office of War Infor¬ 
mation early in World War 
II. In the Army, he spent 314 
years in Special Services, 
entertaining soldiers in the 
South Pacific, and made 
corporal. 

He married Toshi Seeger on 
July 20, 1943. The couple 
raised three children. Toshi 
Seeger died in July at 91 .□

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It Takes A Generation

Over the past decade we’ve 
had a rich debate on how to ex¬ 
pand opportunity for underprivi¬ 
leged children. But we’ve prob¬ 
ably made two mistakes. 

First, we’ve probably placed too 
much emphasis on early educa¬ 
tion. Don’t get me wrong. What 
happens in the early years is cru¬ 
cial. But human capital develop¬ 
ment takes a generation. If you 
really want to make an impact, 
you’ve got to have a develop¬ 
mental strategy for all the learn¬ 
ing stages, ages 0 to 25. 

Second, we’ve probably put too 
much weight on school reform. 
Again, reforming education is 
important. But getting the aca¬ 
demics right is not going to get 
you far if millions of students can’t 
control their impulses, can’t form 
attachments, don’t possess resil¬ 
ience and lack social and emo¬ 
tional skills. 

So when President Barack 
Obama talks about expanding 
opportunity in his State of the 
Union address on Tuesday, I’m 
hoping he’ll widen the debate. 
I’m hoping he’ll sketch out a 
stage-by-stage developmental 
agenda to help poor children 
move from birth to the middle 
class. 

Such an agenda would start be¬ 
fore birth. First, children need par¬ 
ents who are ready to care for 
them. But right now roughly half- 
a-million children are born each 
year as a result of unintended 
pregnancies, often to unmarried 
women who are not on contra¬ 
ception or are trying to use con¬ 
traceptives like condoms or the 
pill. As the University of Pennsylva¬ 
nia’s Rebecca Maynard and Isa¬ 
bel Sawhill and Quentin Karpilow 
of the Brookings Institution have 
argued, if these women had free 
access to long-acting reversible 
contraceptives like lUDs, then 
the number of unintended births 
might decline and the number 
of children with unready parents 
might fall, too. 

Once born, children are general¬ 
ly better off if they grow up within 
a loving two-parent marriage. It 
would be great if we knew how 
to boost marriage rates, but we 
don’t. 

For the time being, we probably 
should spend less time thinking 
about marriage and more time 
thinking about parenting skills. 
As Richard Reeves, also of Brook¬ 
ings, points out, if we could teach 
the weakest parents to behave 
like average parents - by read¬ 
ing more to their kids, speaking 
more, using consistent, encour¬ 
aging discipline - then millions of 
children might have more secure 
attachments, more structure and 


better shots at upwardly mobile 
careers. Programs like Nurse- 
Family Partnerships and the Baby 
College in the Harlem Children’s 
Zone seem to be able to teach 
these parenting skills. 

Once they get to elementary 
school, children need to learn 
how to read and write. But that 
can’t happen in schools where 
15 percent of the students are 
disruptive, where large numbers 
of students live with so much 
stress that it has stunted the de¬ 
velopment of the prefrontal cor¬ 
texes, sent their cortisol levels 
surging, heightened their anxiety 
responses and generally made 
it hard for them to control them¬ 
selves. 

Therefore, we probably need 
more programs like Pamela Can¬ 
tor’s Turnaround for Children, 
which works in schools to help 
teachers and administrators cre¬ 
ate “fortified environments,” in 
which overstressed children can 
receive counseling and treat¬ 
ment, in which the psychic trau¬ 
mas that go with poverty are rec¬ 
ognized and addressed. 
According to work done by 
Sawhill and others, a significant 
number of kids stay on track 
through the early years, but 
then fall off the rails as teenag¬ 
ers. Sawhill set a pretty low bar 
for having a successful ado¬ 
lescence: graduate from high 
school with a 2.5 GPA, don’t get 
convicted of a crime, don’t get 
pregnant. Yet only 57 percent of 
American 19-year-olds get over 
that bar. Only one-third of chil¬ 
dren in the bottom fifth of family 
income do so. 

Over the next few years, we’ve 
got to spend a lot more time 
and money figuring out how to 
help people from poorer families 
chart a course through the teen¬ 
age years. There’s evidence that 
Career Academies help ado¬ 
lescents navigate the teenage 
rapids. There’s some evidence 
that New York’s “small schools of 
choice” yield measurable results. 
We as a nation have made awe¬ 
some progress in reducing teen¬ 
age pregnancies, so it is possible 
to change teenage behavior, 
even in the face of raging hor¬ 
mones. But it is harder to find suc¬ 
cessful programs geared toward 
teenagers than it is to find suc¬ 
cessful programs geared toward 
younger children. It feels like less 
money has been raised to help 
teenagers, fewer innovative pro¬ 
grams have been initiated. 
Robert Putnam of Harvard ar¬ 
gues that when we design early 
education programs, they need 
to be “wrap-around.” They need 
to have formal and informal pro¬ 
grams that bring parents in and 
instill communal skills. With teen¬ 
agers, we need more guidance 
counselors to help them become 
savvy, so they know how to work 
the system, and to respond when 
their needs aren’t being met. 
Putnam is emphasizing skills - for 
toddlers or teenagers - that are 
hard to see and measure. But 
that’s the next frontier of human 
capital development: building 
lifelong social and emotional de¬ 
velopment strategies from age 
zero to 25. I’m hoping Obama 
goes there.Q

It’s not often we think about Mike 
Huckabee. True, he has a talk 
show. But so does half the world. 
Kelly Ripa has a talk show. Ger- 
aldo Rivera has a talk show. How 
often do they come up in con¬ 
versation? 

Now, Huckabee is suddenly in 
the news, thanks to a speech 
he made at a Republican Par¬ 
ty gathering in Washington, in 
which he dismissed the idea that 
the GOP has a “war on women” 
by... 

Actually, it’s pretty hard to en¬ 
capsulate what he said. Here’s 
the most dramatic part: 

“If the Democrats want to insult 
the women of America by mak¬ 
ing them believe that they are 
helpless without Uncle Sugar 
coming in and providing for 
them a prescription each month 
for birth control because they 
cannot control their libido or their 
reproductive system without the 
help of the government, then so 
be it. Let us take that discussion 
all across America.” 

Say what? Basically, Huckabee 
seems to be telling us that the 
Republican Party will not insult 
women by suggesting the fed¬ 
eral government should require 
health insurance policies to in¬ 
clude birth control pills in the pre¬ 
scription drug coverage. 

He appears confident that wom¬ 
en will find that an attractive 
proposition. 

Huckabee was at a meeting of 
the Republican National Com¬ 
mittee that was supposed to be 


pondering ways to close the gen¬ 
der gap. Instead, he laid bare a 
fact that the party has always 
tried desperately to hide - that its 
anti-abortion agenda is also fre¬ 
quently anti-contraception. 

Once upon a time. Republicans 
took the lead when it came to 
helping women get access to 
birth control. Now, the whole par¬ 
ty is hostage to an anti-abortion 
movement that harbors a wide- 
ranging contempt for sex out¬ 
side of marriage, combined with 
a strong streak of opposition to 
any form of artificial birth control, 
even for married couples. 

“What does that make her? It 
makes her a slut, right?” Rush Lim- 
baugh said of Sandra Fluke, the 
law student who was lobbying 
for inclusion of contraceptives in 
health care plans. However gar¬ 
bled his language, Huckabee’s 
control-their-libido harks back to 
the same mindset. 

This is a super political strategy. 
Let’s target all the voters who 
waited until they were married 
and then practiced the rhythm 
method. The Huckabee speech 
also raises the question of what 
happened to Mike Huckabee. 
Remember him in the old days? 
Like Bill Clinton, he was a popular 
governor of Arkansas. 

Unlike Bill Clinton, he used to fry 
squirrels in a popcorn popper 
when he was in college. That has 
absolutely nothing to do with this 
story, but I couldn’t resist bringing 
it up. 

Huckabee was always a social 
conservative - as governor he 
once tried to stop a mentally dis¬ 
abled girl who had been raped 
by her stepfather from getting an 
abortion. But he also signed a law 
requiring Arkansas employers to 
cover contraceptives under their 
insurance plans. 

Yes! 

This version of Mike Huckabee 
ran for president in 2008, and he 
was a front-runner for a while, 
because he was the most lik¬ 
able candidate. Huckabee was 
the one who smiled and wanted 


everybody to get along. He also 
calmly accepted flak from his 
opponents for having supported 
the idea of allowing the children 
of illegal immigrants to qualify for 
state scholarships in Arkansas. 
(“We’re a better country than to 
punish children for what their par¬ 
ents did.”) 

That Mike Huckabee was the au¬ 
thor of a book - well, actually he 
is the author of an entire library 
of books. But the precampaign 
book for 2008 was “From Hope 
to Higher Ground” in which he 
suggested that the best solu¬ 
tion to illegal immigrants was a 
path to citizenship. (In his to-do 
lists for readers, he suggested 
attending a naturalization cer¬ 
emony - along with buying Girl 
Scout cookies and always saying 
“thank you.”) 

Well, the lovable Mike lost and 
went on to a career as a radio 
commentator and a Fox TV host. 
Perhaps he wanted to juice rat¬ 
ings. Perhaps he wanted a new 
path to the presidency in 2016. 
But over the past five years, as 
his party got raw and angry and 
mean, Huckabee got raw and 
angry and mean. 

In his 2011 book “A Simple Gov¬ 
ernment,” he railed about ev¬ 
erything from giving illegal im¬ 
migrants a path to citizenship 
(Amnesty!) to subsidized school 
breakfasts. He compared Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama to “an ar¬ 
rogant nerd.” 

Last summer, he said that when 
Muslims go to a mosque to pray 
“they come out of there like un¬ 
corked animals - throwing rocks 
and burning cars.” After the 
school massacre at Sandy Hook, 
Huckabee asked why Americans 
should be surprised since “we 
have systematically removed 
God from our schools.” He later 
tried to roll that one back a bit. 
And there was no backtracking 
after the “Uncle Sugar” speech. 
In fact, Huckabee sent an email 
to his supporters replaying his 
remarks. Then he asked for a 
donation.□ 
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MASTERING THE ART OF MARINARA

The first thing to know about 
marinara: it’s not a synonym 
for tomato sauce. 

“Marinara is very specific,” 
says Oretta Zanini de Vita, 
who has just published a 
very specific cookbook on 
how to pair pasta shapes 
with pasta sauces. “Toma¬ 
to sauce is a completely 
different thing.” 

“It's all about quick, and 
light, and feeling the to¬ 
matoes in your mouth,” 
said Lidia Bastianich, who 
recently published her 12th 
book on the food of Italy, 
“Lidia’s Commonsense Ital¬ 
ian Cooking” (Knopf). 

Real marinara sauce has 
the taste and juice of fresh 
tomato, but also a velvety 
texture and the rich bite 
of olive oil: even the best 
jarred sauces can't pull 
that off. And because it 
comes together from pan¬ 
try ingredients before the 
pasta water even comes 
to a boil, it's a recipe that 
home cooks should master. 
The trick to perfect marina¬ 
ra is to cook it at a vigorous 
simmer, so that the toma¬ 
toes are cooked through 
just as the sauce becomes 
thick. The tomato pieces 
hold their shape, the seeds 
don’t have time to turn 
bitter, and the color stays 
bright red. Done right, it ex¬ 
plains why spaghetti with 
tomato sauce is a dish that 
a person might crave virtu¬ 
ally every day, as funda¬ 
mental as bread and butter 
or rice and kimchi. 

“It's a real chef's flavor,” 
Bastianich said. “It takes 
work to get to the simplic¬ 
ity." 

Marinara became a catch¬ 
all term for tomato sauce 
in this country because its 
ingredients are all native 
to Campania, the area 
around Naples that sent so 
many families to the United 
States in the last century. 
Italian-American cooks 
treated it as a multifunc¬ 
tional ingredient: a starting 
point for other sauces, the 
base of a soup, the acid 
that breaks down meat in 
a stew. Strictly speaking, it 
consists of olive oil, ripe to¬ 
matoes, a substantial hit of 
garlic, a nip of dried chili 
and dried oregano (or, in 
modern times, fresh basil). 
The list of things that do 


not belong in marinara is 
much longer: no onions, no 
wine, no meatballs, no an¬ 
chovies, no tomato paste, 
no butter (as in Marcella 
Hazan’s well-loved sauce) 
and almost no time. 
“Everyone thinks you have 


to have a grandma in the 
kitchen, stirring for three 
hours, to make your own 
sauce,” said Frank Prisinza- 
no, who makes four differ¬ 
ent tomato sauces at his 
restaurant Sauce in the East 
Village. “Marinara, after 25 
minutes, it’s dead.” 

Back in the last century, 
when most Americans 
cooks had never heard of 
“pasta” (it was called mac¬ 
aroni), there was one kind 
of tomato sauce at the su¬ 
permarket. It was smooth 
and sweet, came in a can 
and had a reliably faint on¬ 
ion flavor. Now there are 
hundreds. 

Even basic sauce goes un¬ 
der many different names 
(tomato-basil, marinara, 
chunky onion-tomato, rus- 
tico, classic) and can easily 
cost $10 a quart. Much bet¬ 
ter to buy a can of toma¬ 
toes and make your own. 
There is nothing wrong with 
a slow-cooked sugo di po- 
modoro, a long-simmered 
smooth sauce with aromat¬ 
ics like onion and celery. Or 
the quick saute of whole 
tomatoes, olive oil, minimal 
garlic and basil that pro¬ 
duces pasta al pomodoro 
e basilico. Or a complex 
ragu, which often includes 
red meat and can cook for 
many hours, until the meat 
melts into the sauce. 

But none of them is mari¬ 
nara, a simple combination 
that nonetheless requires 


a particular method and 
specific ingredients. If you 
usually buy jarred sauce, 
or think of tomato sauce 
as too basic to merit much 
attention, put Bastianich’s 
precise recipe to the test. 
Use a skillet, not a sauce¬ 


pan. This allows the sauce 
to cook evenly and thicken 
quickly. 

Use fresh-tasting olive oil; it 
matters not whether from It¬ 
aly or California or Greece. 
Use garlic cloves that are 
not sprouted or yellow, 
but firm and white. Once 
peeled, they can be thinly 
sliced or slivered, or left 
whole and lightly crushed, 
but not chopped or 
minced. The more the gar¬ 
lic cells are broken down, 
the more sulfurous mol¬ 
ecules, which produce a 


strong odor and flavor, are 
released. “Using lots of gar¬ 
lic is a stereotype of Italian 
food, but the way we use it 


keeps the flavor under con¬ 
trol,” Bastianich said. 

The explanations of why this 
sauce is called alia marina¬ 
ra - of the fisherman (or his 
wife) - when it doesn’t con¬ 
tain fish, are many and con¬ 
voluted. It may be because 
this light, quick-cooking 
sauce is well suited to fish 
and shellfish. Or because 
fishermen had to cook din¬ 
ner out on their boats in the 
Bay of Naples, and didn’t 
have time or fuel to simmer 
a sauce for hours. 

Or, according to Zanini de 
Vita, who has just published 
“Sauces and Shapes: Pas¬ 
ta the Italian Way” (W.W. 
Norton), it could be that 
the Neapolitan fishermen 
had a trick to deepen the 
flavor. “They would put a 
stone from the sea to boil 
in the sauce,” she said. This 
sounded preposterous until 
she added, "or some sea¬ 
weed,” which makes more 
sense: seaweeds and sea 
salt both contain natural 
glutamates, which produce 
umami, a rounded, savory 
flavor that makes food sat¬ 
isfying. 

Zanini de Vita and her co¬ 
author, Maureen B. Fant 
(an American who writes 
for The New York Times from 
Rome), agree that mari¬ 
nara can be paired with 
almost any shape of pasta, 
making it unusually versa¬ 
tile within the Italian canon. 
(Smooth tomato sauces. 


they said, work with long, 
thin shapes like spaghetti: 
chunky ones usually de¬ 
mand a stubby shape, with 


holes or cups to catch the 
sauce.) 

Strictly speaking, marinara 
should not be served with 
cheese. 

And finally, marinara should 
never be spooned on top 
of plain pasta, but tossed 
with it in a preheated serv¬ 
ing bowl - or in the cooking 
pot - as soon as the pasta 
is ready. This may be the 
most important step of all, 
but American cooks often 
don’t observe protocol, 
said Fant, who teaches 
classes in Roman cooking. 
“You never, never leave 
the pasta sitting around in 
a colander," she said. “In 
Italy you could go to jail for 
that.” 

MARINARA SAUCE 

Adapted from “Lidia's 
Commonsense Italian 
Cooking,” by Lidia Bastian¬ 
ich (Knopf, 2013) 

Time: 25 minutes 
Yield: 3 1/2 cups, enough 
for 1 pound of pasta 
1 28-ounce can whole San 
Marzano tomatoes, certi¬ 
fied DOP if possible 
1/4 cup extra-virgin olive oil 
7 garlic cloves, peeled and 
slivered 

Small dried whole chili, or 
pinch crushed red pepper 
flakes 

1 teaspoon kosher salt 
1 large fresh basil sprig, or 
1/4 teaspoon dried orega¬ 
no, more to taste 

1. Pour tomatoes into a 
large bowl and crush with 
your hands. Pour 1 cup 
water into can and slosh it 
around to get tomato juic¬ 
es. Reserve. 

2. In a large skillet (do not 
use a deep pot) over medi¬ 
um heat, heat the oil. When 
it is hot, add garlic. 

3. As soon as garlic is sizzling 
(do not let it brown), add 
the tomatoes, then the re¬ 
served tomato water. Add 
whole chili or red pepper 
flakes, oregano (if using) 
and salt. Stir. 

4. Place basil sprig, includ¬ 
ing stem, on the surface 
(like a flower). Let it wilt, 
then submerge in sauce. 
Simmer sauce until thick¬ 
ened and oil on surface is 
a deep orange, about 15 
minutes. (If using oregano, 
taste sauce after 10 min¬ 
utes of simmering, adding 
more salt and oregano as 
needed.) Discard basil and 
chili (if using).□
